To  the  Ohainnan  and  Members  of  the  Bradford  on  Avon  Urban  Distriot  Coimcil: 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  1962,  a year  v/hich 
v.ill  be  significant  because  of  two  major  items,  namely,  that  work  was 
started  on  both  the  Tory  Ereserwation  Scheme,  and  on  the  Sewage  Works 
Re-construction,  Both  these  items  represent  a big  step  forward  in  their 
respective  fields,  although  inevitably,  it  was  the  former  which  stole 
most  of  the  limelight  from  a publicity  point  of  view. 

For  those  who  may  read  this  Report  and  are  not  familiar  with 
Bradford  on  Avon,  it  is  worthwhile  to  explain  that  the  houses  involved 
in  the  Tory  Preservation  Scheme  form  part  of  a terrace  of  lyth  century 
artisans'  cottages,  built  into  a narrccw  shelf  of  rock  in  sharply  rising 
ground  on  the  North  side  of  the  river,  which,  together  with  two  other 
similar  terraces  at  lower  levels,  comprise  a "backcloth"  of  great 
architectiiral  value.  Almost  all  were  constructed  on  a "one  room  above 
another"  principle  to  a height  of  three  or  four  storeys,  and  had  degenerated 
to  the  extent  that  they  v/ere  not  repairable  at  reasonable  cost  to  the 
ovmers , 


In  1957 f they  were  inspected  by  members  of  the  Historic 
Buildings  Coioncil  for  England  who  subsequently  expressed  concern  that 
the  houses  sho\iLd  be  preserved.  This  Council  thereupon  began  a long 
and  tedioiis  period  of  consultation  and  negotiation  with  a vievT  to 
purchasing  and  re-conditioning  (vidth  the  aid  of  various  grants)  some 
of  these  properties,  and  it  reflects  greatly  to  their  credit  that  this 
work  is  nov/  actually  well  advanced  on  the  first  tv/elve,  and  that  the 
resultant  accommodation  will  let  at  economic  rents.  Before  the  end 
of  this  year  too,  the  Council  had  instructed  their  Architect  to  prepare 
a similar  Scheme  for  a fiarther  twelve  houses  in  Middle  Rank, 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1955>  the  then  Public  Health  Inspector 
stated  that  " a major  re-construction  scheme  for  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  is  an  inevitability."  It  is  now  my  privilege  to  report  that 
before  the  end  of  this  year,  the  v/ork  of  re-construction  had  commenced 
at  a total  cost  of  almost  £70,000. 

thanks  are  due  to  the  Council  for  agreeing  to  employ  a 
Clerical  Assistant  in  my  office,  which  has  enabled  me  to  spend  more 
time  on  external  visits,  surveys  and  inspections,  and  I Y/o\iLd  also 
take  this  opportunity  of  once  more  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  and  support  ai*forded  me  during  the  year  by  the  members  and 
staff  of  the  Coimcil,

A once  weekly  kerbside  collection  to  all  areas  v/as  satisfactorily 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  which  also  saw  the  introduction  of  the 
Paper  Sack  System  of  collection  in  the  Tory/l\iiddle  Rank  area,  .a  good  deail 
of  controversy  of  the  relative  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  this 
system  compared  with  traditional  methods,  continues,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  whatsoever,  that  in  this  particular  area,  inaccessible  to  vehicles, 
and  having  only  steep  footpath  or  steps  access,  tliis  new  system  has  proved 
the  complete  answer  to  the  problem  of  collection. 


Disposal  still  continues  in  the  same  area,  although  in  this  year 
the  Council  were  obliged  to  consider  buying  additional  adjoining  land  in 
order  to  prolong  the  life  of  the  tip,  and  a decision  to  do  so  was,  in 
fact,  taken.  Charges  for  private  tipping  were  increased  from  2s. 6d,  to 
5s, Od,  per  load.  It  is  impossible,  in  my  view,  to  report  on  this  subject 
of  disposal,  without  ackno';(rl edging  the  excellent  work  the  Tip  Attendant, 
¥ac,  York,  invariably  carries  out  vdth  the  minimum  of  supervision.  Short 
of  fiilly  Controlled  Tipping,  I very  much  doubt  if  there  is  a better 
maintained  tip  in  the  country. 


Salvage 


5 tons  9 cwts  2 qrs  of  baled  waste  paper  and  fibreboard  were 
dispatched  to  the  Board  Mils  during  the  year.  This  is  considerably 
less  than  in  previotis  years,  and  was  due  mainly  to  three  factors 

1.  A period  of  restricted  deliveries  by  the  Mils, 

2.  An  encroachment  on  the  time  spent  on  baling  because 

of  Housing  Estate  Development,  so  that  salvage  had  to  be 
disposed  of  at  the  tip  when  storage  space  had  filled  up. 

3.  A period  during  which  we  had  no  trailer  so  that  salvage 
had  to  be  mixed  with  the  refuse  inside  the  freighter. 


Much  of  the  existing  plant,  particularly  the  filter  bed  rotary 
spreaders,  had  deteriorated  to  the  point  where  they  ceased  to  function. 

The  effluent  was  obviously  imavoidably  bad,  but  as  has  already  been 
mentioned,  a start  has  now  been  made  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  whole  works.

During  this  year,  the  firm 
installed  a compressed  air  system  of  de - odour izers,  automatically 
operated  by  a wind  vane,  when  the  wind  was  in  the  quartet*  which  produced 
complaints.  They  further  planted  a line  of  quick  gracing  conifers 
between  the  con^josting  beds  and  the  houses  concerned,  in  the  hope  it 
would  help  to  screen  or  minimise  the  odo\jr,  A good  deal  of  time  was 
taken  up  in  experimenting  with  varying  types  and  concentrations  of 
deodourant,  but  it  is  hoped  that  eventually  these  steps  will  eliminate 
this  complaint, 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Treatment  of  infested  premises  continued  to  be  carried  out 
as  in  the  past,  i.e,  - free  service  for  domestic  premises;  time- 
plus  -cost-of-materieils  for  business  premises.  The  part-time  operator 
made  472  visits  to  these  premises,  including  second  and  third  visits, 
for  replenishing  bait. 

Sewer  Treatments 

There  are  approximately  22f4  manholes  in  the  Towns  Sewage 
System  excluding  the  trunk  sewers  to  the  Disposal  V.'orks,  and  of  these, 
there  are  30  which  for  one  reason  or  another,  are  inaccessible.  From 
past  experience,  it  is  known  v/hich  areas  are  most  likely  to  be  infested, 
and  the  twice  annual  treatments  are  mostly  confined  to  these  areas, 
Follov'd.ng  the  Spring  treatment,  a test  bait  of  all  areas  not  normally 
covered,  was  carried  out,  with  the  result  that  the  Autumn  treatment 
was  extended  to  cover  those  additional  areas  found  active. 
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ROEBn:._COMIBOL  (Oont'd.) 

The  tip  is  reg\alariy  and  progressively  treated,  and  despite 
the  proximity  of  the  river,  is  remarkably  free  from  rodents. 


CLEAN  AIR  APT. 

Once  again  we  were  fortunate  in  not  having  a single  complaint 
of  atmospheric  pollution.  No  formal,  or  informal  action  under  this  Act 
was  necessary.
